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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 47-68 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or suggest the device claimed by applicant. 

Richmond discloses the apparatus substantially as claimed by applicant, but fails 
to disclose that port 182 is capable of receiving an injection needle for fluid infusion 
wherein the needle comprises a fluid transfer device, fluid reservoir, and additional 
membrane to form a double-bayonet coupling with the disclosed connector. Scislowicz 
teaches a snap fit coupling, but not a connector with the claimed inlet and outlet ports 
that are capable of functioning as claimed by applicant in combination with the claimed 
secondary fluid transfer device. Wood discloses a medical connector with a resilient 
connector member, but fails to disclose a connector with the claimed inlet and outlet 
ports that are capable of functioning as claimed by applicant in combination with the 
claimed secondary fluid transfer device. Leinsing discloses a medical adapter with fluid 
inlet and outlet ports, but fails to disclose or suggest the claimed secondary fluid 
transfer device.
